DEBONAIR DEBUCHI. 


NY time that Ambassador Kat- 
suji Debuchi emerges from the 
Japanese Embassy in Wash- 
ington these days and enters 

what all too often is written ‘‘a wait- 
ing automobile,’’ the chauffeur must 
know by this time where he is going 
It should be a ten-to-one shot that 
the destination is the State Depart- 


ment. Secretary Stimson and Mr. 
Debuchi must be fairly well ac- 
quainted. 


The debonair Mr. Debuchi is no 
stranger to Washington and its ways. 
Thumb over newspaper files of twelve 
or thirteen years ago, and some of 
their items read strangely familiar. 
There was one, for instance, with the 
headlines ‘‘Chinese Criticize Debuchi. 
Say Japanese Embassy Official Seeks 
to Mislead American Public.’’ Then, 
as now, there was a Sino-Japanese 
disagreement. China was curious as 
to when Japan would evacuate Shan- 
tung. And then, as now, Mr. Debuchi 
was Japan’s representative at Wash- 
ington, with the difference that then 
he was not a full-fledged Ambassa- 
dor but merely a Secretary of the 
Embassy and Chargé d’Affaires. But 
his duties were 
somewhat the 
same. 


After the harsh 
words the Chi- 
nese had to say 
about Mr. De- 
buchi years ago, 
he must have 
taken _ ironical 
satisfaction in his 
duties as special 
Japanese com- 
missioner in con- 
nection with the 
return of Shantung. There is irony, 
too, in his present post, for Mr. 
Debuchi finds himself compelled to 
explain a policy toward China which 
is more severe than the one pursued 
five years ago when, under Barons 
Tanaka and Shidehara, he was Vice 
Foreign Minister of Japan. 

When he came to this country as 
Ambassador, three years ago, head- 
lines heralded his first public speech 
with the words ‘‘Debuchi Confi- 
dent of Peace on Pacific’’ and 
“Japan’s Envoy Asks_ Patience 
Toward China.’’ In the light of 
today’s controversies, one paragraph 
from that speech is significant: 

“Our two countries are in perfect 
accord in respecting the sovereign 
right of China and uphold the prin- 
ciple of the open door and of equal 
opportunity throughout that country. 
All that I have said in regard to the 
cooperation between the United 
States and Japan will apply equally 
well to our common relations with 
China."’ 

And in an address a few days later 
Mr. Debuchi told his New York 
hearers that ‘‘the Chinese as a rule 
can more easily understand and bet- 
ter appreciate the Western civiliza- 
tion already adapted to the Japanese 
soil than they can the same civiliza- 
tion directly imported from its origi- 
nal home.”’

The measure was fathered by Sena- 
tor Carter Glass of Virginia and 
sponsored in the House of Represen- 
tatives by Henry Bascom Steagall of 
Alabama. It holds Senator Glass in 
the headlines and it introduces to 
upper-case ty pe 
an elderly Ala- 
bamian, approach- 
ing 60, who is 
Chairman of the 
House Committee 
on Banking and 
Currency. 

This is the com- 
mittee and the 
chairmanship in 
which Lewis T. 
McFadden, Re- 
publican ranking 
member, discov- 
ered those plots of Wall Street and 
foreign bankers which raised his 
temperature so high—a condition that 
was not contagious. Democratic con- 
trol of the House reduced Mr. Mc- 
Fadden to the ranks and gave the 
gavel to Mr. Steagall, the Democrat 
with the longest service on this im- 
portant committee. 

Mr. Steagail comes from the 
‘“‘Wire Grass’’ section of Southeast- 
ern Alabama. He was born there. 
Apparently he expected to remain 
there, for he spent two years learn- 
ing the peculiarities of its soil at the 
Southeastern Alabama Agricultural 
School; then he switched to the law 
and took his degree from the Uni-

After twenty years of law practice, 
defending some clients and as prose- 
cuting attorney sending other defen- 
dants to the chain gang, he ran for 
Congress and was elected. Since 
then, going to Congress has become 
a settled habit with Mr. Steagall, and 
so used age his constituents to the 
custom that no one has the temerity 
to run against him, and he has been 


elected unanimously to nine straight

The latest recruit to Governor 
Roosevelt’s general staff is Homer 
S. Cummings, once a Democratic 
National Chair- 
man, once a con- 
vention keynoter, 
twenty-five years 
in the councils of 
the Democratic 
party and twice 
Connecticut’s ‘‘fa- 
vorite son.’’ In 
view of all of 
these prior activi- 
ties, there has 
been considerable 
speculation about 
the part that Mr. 
Cummings will play in the Roose- 
velt pre-convention campaign—espe 
cially considering the fact that 
in Connecticut, Mr. Cummings’s 
home State, Democrats are almost as 
rare as Governor Wilbur Cross. 

Back in the 1880s when Repub- 
licans were Republicans and Demo- 
crats were Democrats and there 
was not only a political but a so- 
cial gulf between the two, a Lincoln 
Republican named Uriah Cummings 
observed with delight the preco- 
cious interest which his son dis- 
played in following political dis- 
cussions. But when he heard his son 
express opinions upon matters of 
State, the deinonstration impressed 
him as more heresy than precocity. 

“T’ll be blamed,” said Uriah, son 
of Hezekiah, in phrases suitable to 
that heritage as well as to a Lincoln 
Republican, ‘‘I’ll be blamed if I don’t 
believe that boy is going to be a 
Democrat.”’ 

The boy was. Significantly, he was 
named after the author of an Odys- 
sey, although perhaps it might have 
been more appropriate for Uriah to 
have had the name Homer than for 
his son. So strong were the ties, 
however, that Homer Cummings’s 
conversion from Republicanism to 
Democracy did not occur until fifteen 
years later, in 1896. That was three 
years after he received his law de- 
gree from Yale. 

He has remained a Democrat ever 
since, a Democrat in good, old Re- 
publican Fairfield County, a Demo-

crat who thrice became Mayor of 
Stamford, who was for ten years 
State’s Attorney for the county. For 
twenty-four years he was Democratic 
National Committeeman from Con- 
necticut. No Democratic National 
Con.ention in the present century 
would have seemed like a nation- 
wide gathering of Democrats with- 
out the six-foot-two figure of Homer 
Cummings. His friendships are wide 
and his ways are wise in the round- 
up of uncertain delegates. 

A dozen years ago he told a Con- 
gressional committee that ‘‘some- 
times it is hard to use parliamentary 
language when you are discussing 
Republicans.”’ That was probably 
an extreme statement, for Mr, Cum- 
mings has many Republican friends 
and neighbors; and he does employ 
the most parliamentary of parliamen- 
tary language when discussing Re- 
publicans, for numbers of them are 
his clients.

AN ADOPTED DAUGHTER. 


RITISH police in India arrested 
a few days ago the last of Ma- 
hatma Gandhi's chief aides who 
remained at liberty. ‘‘I don’t pro- 
pose to leave Bombay,’’ was the re- 
ply, ‘‘but if you are going to arrest 
me, please don’t disturb my sleep 
at midnight.”’ 

This reply was not uttered in the 
soft but uncertain English of the 
Hindus, but in the same unmistaka- 
ble accent of the English ruling 
classes in which the warning was 
delivered. For it was spoken by a 
British Admiral’s daughter who un- 
til six years ago was as English as 
her Dorking home. A Frenchman 
whom she had never seen, writing 
about Gandhi, whom he had never 
seen, was the instigator of her con- 
version. 

The author was Romain Rolland. 
The reader was Madeleine Slade, 
daughter of Admiral Sir Edmund 
Slade of the East Indies Station. For 
once Gandhi agreed with Rudyard 
Kipling; when Miss Slade wrote him 
of her determination to become his 
disciple, his reply was a paraphrase 
of Kipling’s separation of the East 
and West. To discourage her, he 
prescribed a year’s probation in Lon- 
don and recom- 
mended that in 
that unsympa- 
thetic atmosphere 
she give up all 
flesh foods and 
luxury and learn 
hand _ = spinning 
and Hindustani. 
And he has de- 
clared since then 
that no one could 
have been more 
surprised than he 
to receive a cable 
from Miss Slade a year later. 

When she returned to England 
with Gandhi at the time of the In- 
dian Round Table Conference last 
year, the change was complete. ‘I 
am only coming to England because 
I have to. To me it is like coming 
to a foreign country. My heart is 
in India and always will be.”” Among 
the Gandhi disciples she is known as 
Mirabai. It is Mirabai who waits 
upon Gandhi, lays before him his 
meals of fruit and goat's milk. And 
there were recentions in London she 
refused to attend because she had 
to do Gandhi’s laundry. ‘‘Madeleine 
always had a ‘crush’ for first one 
thing and then another,” said her 
cousin. ‘She took up things violent- 
ly and would drop them as sudden- 
ly." In this case, however, there 
are no signs of Mirabai’s returning 
to the ways of the West.
